Our  Greek  companion  finding  that  wc  took  to 
our  Bibles  as  soon  as  we  had  reposed  a  little,  he 
began  to  converse  on  the  Scriptures  ;  and  I  was 
agreeably  surprised  to  find  him  so  well  versed  in 
them.

His  creed,  which  he  repeated  to  me,  was  all 
taken  from  the  New  Testament,  and,  in  substance, 
every  thing  was  in  it  necessary  to  salvation.  1 
was  pleased  when  he  told  me  that,  in  Greece,  he 

knew  many  persons,  who,  like  himself,  had  adopt- 
eu  me  isetv  Aestaiiieiii  as  men  i>ptit,uni  ^u,uv, 

and  w  ho  dissent  from  all  the  unscriptural  doctrines 
and  practices  of  the  Greek  church.  It  is  remark¬ 
able  that  I  should  have  the  satisfaction  to  learn  at 
an  obscure  Turkish  village  in  Macedonia  that  the 
Scriptures  were  silently  teaching  men  in  Greece 
the  right  road  to  everlasting  life.  May  they  also 
receive  the  word  in  their  hearts,  that  they  may  he 
enabled  to  follow  the  way  w  hich  has  been  made 
clear  unto  them  !  Although  all  of  us  were  very 
tired  fiom  the  day's  journey,  we  continued  convers¬ 
ing,  and  reading  the  Scriptures,  until  it  was  past 
midnight,  when  I  observed  that  we  ought  to  repo.se, 
as  we  had  to  rise  by  break  of  day  to  continue  our 
route;  but  the  young  Greek  said  that  he  could 
pass  hours  and  hours  in  this  delightful  way,  and 
that  nothing  was  so  agreeable  to  him  as  when  thus 
employed.”

Now  I  can  not  find  time  for  all  this— I 
know  I  dont  do  any  thing  myself,  but  I  thought  I 
might  get  a  little  li^t  to  shine  upon  my  path  “  by 
just  asking  you  to  tell  me  how  it  is  they  finish  so 
soon,  have  so  much  time  to  save,  and  are  always 
in  such  complete  readiness  and  preparation  for  de¬ 
parture  ?  Perhaps  they  have  more  experience, 
experience  we  all  know  is  the  oil  which  makes  the 
wheels  of  life  run  quick.  Perhaps  they  have  some 
superior  method  of  instruction  ?  If  so  would  it  no 
be  more  kind,  more  like  a  Christian  to  let  us  know 
w  hat  that  method  is  ?  If  they  have  any  Labor-Sav¬ 
ing  Machine.  I  hope  they  will  not  keep  it  exclu¬ 
sively  to  themselves — for  the  Spirit  of  Christ  is 
not  a  Spirit  of  selfishnes.".
